The plan is to put a w arfarin- 
poison mixed with meal at every 
business establishment and home 
in Comanche. The City has pur­ 
chased $700 worth of this poison 
at wholesale and will sell it at 
cost to all who will come and 
get it. 
The poison is put up in 8 
ounce packages and sells at 10c 
per package. 
Mayor Hall said each 
home 
will need 
a 
minimum of 
two 
pounds of the poison. As much 
may be bought as desired 
Efficiency of the poison de­ 
pends 
Largely 
on 
how 
many 
homes co-operate. If all do not 
cooperate, the rats and mice us­ 
ually leave the areas where the 
poison is and go where it is not. 
However, if all citizens co-oper­ 
ate, the town will be rid of the 
rodents, it is explained. 
The rats and mice have to eat 
on the poison about a week us­ 
ually before they begin to die, it 
is reported.

The line will be built by a new concern. Mid-Texas Gas 
: Company of Dallas. Contract has been awarded to N. A. Saigh 
| & Company, San Antonio contractors and engineers. 


John G. Pundt, president of Mid-Texas, said 120 miles of

14-inch and 123/4-inch trunk line 
will be built from Hamilton 
County to Austin. 
Approximately 
250 miles of gathering lines 
i ranging from 10 inches down to two inches will take gas from 
; 120 shut-in wells in Hamilton, Eastland, Erath, Stephens, Palo 
Pinto, Parker, Coleman, Brown and Comanche Counties. 


The project will cost an estimated $9,000,000. Initial capacity
